(a) in rule 2,— 

(i) in sub-rule (2), after the proviso, the following provisos shall be inserted, namely:— 

“Provided further that the electricity in units and water in kilolitres as admissible under this sub-rule 
shall be calculated separately, if both husband and wife are members of either or f he same House of 
Parliament and are residing in the same accommodation : 

Provided also that where a member does not consume the units of electricity and water in kilolitre as 
admissible under this sub-rule in any year, the balance units of electricity and water in kilolitre shall be 
carried over to the subsequent years till his seat becomes vacant: 

Provided also that where a member consumes more than his entitled units of electricity and water in 
kilolitres in a particular year, the excess units of electricity and water in kilolitres so consumed by him 
shall be adjusted from units of electricity and water in kilolitres available for the next year: 

Provided also that in case the seat of a member becomes vacant due to resignation or completion of 
term, he shall be entitled to consume the balance units of electricity and water in kilolitres as available 
for that year under this sub-rule within a maximum period of one month from the date on which his .seat 
becomes vacant.” 

(ii) in sub-rule (3), in the first proviso, 

for the words, letters and figures “ceiling of Rs. 24,000 in respect of durable furniture and 
Rs. 6,000”, the words, letters and figures “ceiling of Rs. 60,000 in respect of durable furniture and 
Rs. 15,000” shall be substituted. 

(iii) in sub-rule (3), after the second proviso, and before the Explanation I, the following proviso shall 
be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that the rent for additional items of furniture shall be charged on the depreciated value of 
the furniture so made available at the residence of a member.” 

(b) in rule 2A, for the words “two months”, the words “six months” shall be substituted. 

(c) after rule 2A, the following proviso shall be inserted, namely :— 

“Provided that the family of a deceased member shall be entitled to consume the balance units of 
electricity and water in kilolitres available to such member for that particular year at the residence allotted 
to him during his term of office within a period of one month from the date of his death.”

“(6) A member, on his request, is entitled to avail one mobile phone connection of Mahanagar 
Telephone Nigam Limited with national roaming facility and another mobile phone connection-of 
Mahanagar Telephone Nigam Limited or Bharat Sanchar Nigam Limited with national roaming facility 
for utilisation in his constituency and no charges shall be payable by him in respect of the registration 
and rental of such mobile phone connections': 

Provided that the calls made by a member from such mobile phone connections shall be adjusted from 
the total free local calls available to him under sub-rule (1), sub-rule (3) and sub-rule (5):

The Joint Committee on Salaries and .Allowances of Members of Parliament constituted under section 9(1) of 
the Salary, Allowances and Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 have recommended from time to time certain 
salary, daily allowance and road mileage to the Members of Parliament for which the relevant provisions in the Salary, 
Alowances and Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 have been made applicable with effect from the 14th 
September, 2006 and 15th September, 2006. Therefore, some consequential amendments have to be made in the Members 
of Parliament (Travelling and Daily Alowances) Rules, 1957 in conformity with the provisions of the Salary, Alowances 
and Pension of Members of Parliament Act, 1954. As the purpose of the amendments of these rules is to give increased 
salary, daily allowance and road mileage, no Member of Parliament is likely to be adversely affected by giving the rules 
retrospective effect. > •
